‘Gateview' 
Developers File 
Cross-Complaint 


The developers of Gateview 
at Albany Hill, Interstate Gen- 
eral Corporation and its related 
affiliates have filed a nine mil- 
lion dollar cross - complaint 
against those nine Albany tax- 
payers who have recently pro- 
tested Interstate’s donation of 
parkland at the ridge of Albany 
Hill. 

The cross-complaint seeks to 
prove that the plaintiffs are not 
interested in the merits of that 
donation but, according to Inter- 
state's belief, are involved in a 
conspiracy to use their lawsuit 
as a means to force further con- 
cessions from Interstate, and in 
the process, impugn Interstate's 
reputation and harass or delay 
the construction of Interstate’s 
Gateview condominium project. 

In recent years members of 
the plaintiff group have attemp- 
ted on two other occasions to 
block the project through litiga- 
tion. Their efforts failed and 
Interstate has reluctantly con- 
eluded that this most recent 
lawsuit is but another attempt 
to misuse the court system to 
upset a legal project. Interstate 
feels that only through the fil- 
ing and vigorous prosecution of 
a cross-complaint can the full 
history of the activities of the 
plaintiffs be revealed to the 
Court and ‘be justly decided.

The Albany City Council pass- 
ed, in a 4-1 vote at Monday 
night's public hearing, author- 
ization to draw up the wording 
for a proposed charter amend- 
ment that City Attorney Law- 
rence Saler has advised is prob- 
ably illegal. The dissenting vote 
was Councilman George Hein. 

The proposed amendment 
would provide that Board of 
Education members could only 
hold two consecutive terms in 
office and that a full four year 
term must elapse before the 
member would again be eligible 
to run. 


The legal opinions of both the 
State Attorney General and the 
County Counsel, in this and sim- 
ilar cases, have said that this 
limitation would violate the 
State Education Code, Section 
1112, which says that any citi- 
zen of California, who is a resi- 
dent of the school district, over 
21, a registered voter and is not 
disqualified by the constitution 


or by the laws of the state 
may run for the Board of Edu 
cation. 

The legal reasoning, accord 


ing to Saler, is that education is 
a statewide interest as opposed 
to city government which is on 
ly a municipal interest, there- 
fore the education code qualifi 
cations would prevail. 

“The Attorney Generais opin 
ion is persuasive, but it isn't 
law,”’ explained Saler the 
Council exploring all the char- 
ter amendments proposed by the 
Charter Review Committee for 
the November ballot. 

Vice-Mayor Michael Gleason 
argued in favor of the proposed 
amendment: 

“TI think we should put it on 
the ballot and let the people de- 
cide and let the courts decide 
after that.” 

According to Louis. Bell, 
Chairman of the Charter Re- 
view Committee, the reason for 
the four year ineligibility gap 
after.two consecutive terms is 
to invite turnover and to 
courage new leadership to come 
forward by reducing the advan- 
tage of incumbency. 

The Council changed the 
amendment, before it approved 
drawing up the wording, by de- 
creasing the four year ineligi- 
bility period to two years and 
by including that the order of 
the names on the ballot be sel- 
ected by lot. 

Attempts by Councilmen Grif- 
fin and Gleason to exclude the

word incumbent or similar de- 
scriptions on the ballot, thereby 
giving non-incumbents a_ bet 
ter chance, was defeated 3-2. 

“This would be a clear and 
blatant violation of tthe first 
amendment, the freedom of 
speech,” declared Mayor Rich- 
ard ©. Clark heatedly. 

Police Chief James Simmons 
made a request that the two 
proposed charter amendments 
that the Council turned down 
last week be reconsidered for 
the November ballot 

One amendment calls for a 
change in job titles and the oth 


er a change in the 
dency requirement. 

The Council had turned down 
Chief Simmons’ request because 
of too little room on the ballot 
and a lack of time for proper 
public hearings. 

Councilman Griffin explained 
that the entire Civil Service 
tion of the City Charter will be 
reviewed for the March elec- 
tion and this would be better 
taken up at that time so as to 
get a complete picture of the 
Civil Service situation. 

With only some minor lan- 
guage changes the Council fa- 
vored the third proposed charter

Authorization for the wording 
of the fourth proposed amend- 
ment to be drawn up was unan- 
iously passed by the Council. 
This amendment would revise 
Charter so that the Board of Ed- 
ucation members may receive 
compensation for their duties. 

All of the proposed charter 
amendments will be considered 
again at a final public hearing, 
to be held Aug. 12 at 8 p.m. in 
the Council Chambers. The final 
wording for the ballot must be 
approved not later than August 
19. '
